Years Ago People Got Sweetening Ma- 


terial From the Maple and the 
Watermelon. 

As long ago as 1791 Dr. Benjamin 
Rush put before the Philosophical so- 
ciety of Philadelphia an earnest pro- 
posal to use maple sugar, pointing out 
that “for a great number of years 
many hundred private families {in New 


York and Pennsylvania have supplied 


themselves plentifully with this sugar 
during the whole year.” 

The year before that the United 
States had bought over 17,500,000 
pounds of brown sugar, and more than 
200,000 pounds of other varieties from 
the West Indies. Seven years after 
Doctor Rush made his appeal the 
brown sugar !mportation amounted to 
nearly 67,000,000 pounds, and the loaf 
sugar exceeded 20,500,000 pounds. At 
that time somebody in Philadelphia 
succeeded in obtaining sugar from wa- 
termelons, getting half a pint of strup 
by gradually boiling the strained pulp 
and juice of a melon that weighed 14 
pounds. This led J. B. Bordley, an ag- 
ricultural writer, to compute In a book 
published tn 1801 that an acre of wa- 
termelons would yield $148 worth of 
strun.

Each member upon joining, pays 
into the treasury $15.00 for each acre 
in the care of the corporation. These 
amounts are carried in equal amounts 
of $5.00 each as Membership Fee, 
Capital Account and Operating Ac- 
count. This makes $10.00 available 
for the purchase of equipment, and 
assures the corporation $5.00 per 
acre in cash to meet payrolls and 
current expenses which must be paid 
before charges can be collected from 
members. 


Other details of the. incorporation 
and by-laws will not be of particular 
interest. They are all built with the 
object of being so strictly non-profit, 
and of determining so easily and de- 
finitely the interest of any member, 
that the corporation may be even dis- 
solved at any time on a fair and 
equitable basis. 

In studying other ranch organiza- 
tions we found that most of the suc- 
cessful ones operated a single large 
tract, or a centrally. situated larger 
tract. with a few scattering acreages, 
and that they were owned by cor- 
porations or by individuals who had 
other business or family relations, In 


order to enable you to appreciate 


ur situation I will call your attention 
to the chart. 

This chart represents a section of 
the map of the City of Upland and 
of Alta Loma. The eolored areas 
represent the groves cared for by 
the Liberty Groves.

The fruit consists of 85 acres of 
205 acres of oranges, five 
acres of grapefruit, 10 acres of olives 
with 10 acres being cleared for plant- 
ing. The fruit is marketed through 
an olive packing corporation, an in- 
dependent citrus packing house and 
five’ packing houses affiliated with 
the C. F. G. E., or seven in all. Our 
charter specifically states that we 
cannot engage in the packing or sell- 
ing of fruit. 


A troublesome condition has been 
our lack of a central location for 
ANYTHING. Scattered over the 
tract we have three small barns, 
three tractor housings, three tractor 
fuel stations, a small tractor-repair 
house, a garage, with no place for 
larger equipment and tools except 
that in which they were last used. 
As we have no housing for our em- 
Ployees they live in the city or 
wherever they can get board or lodg: 
ing in the country. This has been a 
serious matter in our labor situation, 

Inasmuch as we were trying an ex- 
periment we did not wish to make 
a heavy initial assessment -for the 
purchase of teams, tractors and equip- 
ment necessary for the work. For- 
tunately the members of our organi- 
zation owned two teams with equip- 
ment, three tractors with few tractor 
tools, and a small blacksmith outfit. 
We therefore decided to rent all the 
equipment available until such time 
as the Liberty Groves had proven a 
success. All equipment wag first ap- 
praised by an outside and universally 
approved man, and the rental was 
based on the values so given. This 
rental, however, covers merely the 
interest. on the investment, and a 
fair depreciation which may be ap- 
plied to the purchase price later. 
There were several wagons, team 
equipment and_ general ranching 
tools which were loaned by members 
to the corporation without rental for 
the first year in order to speed the 
affair along. 

It has been necessary, however, to 
amounting to 
$3000. This includes a few of 
a brush cut- 
a trailer and an auto- 
The trailer was made nec- 
essary by the state law which pro- 
hibits moving tractors over the high- 
ways without adequate protection for 
the road surface, as well as. by our 
feeling that it did the tractor injury 
to drive it on its own power oveft 
pavements.

mobile we have combined the heavy 
and light service requirements, and 
move tools as well as employees 
around easily and quickly, 

An important feature of the Liberty 
Groves is that it does not necessar- 
ily take over the whole care of any 
grove. A member is supposed to 
state in writing at the beginning of 
each year, or at the time he joins, 
just the work he desires the corpor- 
ation to do for him and the manner 
of doing it. The balance he assumes 
himself and the corporation takes no 
responsibility either in advice or 
work. We have groves where the 
owner attends to the pruning, the 
irrigation, etc., or the fruit picking 
or hauling, or where the matter of 
the fruit is attended to by a packing 
house or independent buyer. We 
have tracts where we are doing only 
the rock clearing, and we have sev- 
eral tracts where the superintendence 
and work of every kind is assigned 
to the Liberty Groves, with almost 
every condition between these ex- 
tremes. While the by-laws enable 
the directors to make a rigid rule in 
this respect, we have been able to 
make it elastic, and the custom ts 
to let the member change his work- 
ing schedule within reason. 

A member is charged only for the 
actual time the laborer, team, trac- 
tor, etc., is working on his grove. All 
adjustments in the field taking more 
than 15 minutes, all time lost in re- 
pairs, all time used in transferring 
men and equipment from grove to 
grove, is charged, not to any one 
or two members, but directly to the 
general cost of the labor, or equip- 
ment used, and thus becomes a part 
of the general expense on which the 
average charge is based. I referred 
to the matter of lost time above. Dur- 
ing our early planning it was even 
feared that this would be so large 
as to disrupt the organization. It 
seemed to us that this was a crucial 
point in determining whether isolat- 
ed groves could successfully combine 
their working plans. To our gur- 
prise and gratification therefore our 
first year shows that the total cost 
of moving laborers, teams, tractors 
and all other equipment, including 
field adjustments of over 15 minutes, 
amounted to less than one per cent 
of the total cost of all operations, 

Our system of charges to members 
probably follows that of other organi- 
zations. We render an itemized bill/ 
(and it is really itemized) each month 
showing days and hours for labor, 
team, tractor, etc., for each day, and 
for every class of work. 

Labor is, however, not charged at 
the special rate that any certain em- 
ployee may be receiving on that day, 
but is based on the average labor 
charge for the month. That is, the 
total payroll, including every class of 
labor from the man who hoes weeds 
to the team and tractor drivers, is 
divided by the total number of days, 
of labor to get the average. In this} 
we follow the custom of the Stewart 
Citrus Association of Upland, and 
possibly others, who have found it} 
satisfactory. It is true that it works | 
a temporary hardship tn some cages, | 
but it averages in the long run and| 
certainly eliminates endless calcula: | 
tions on the monthly charges, and! 
of greater importance, it enables the) 
superintendent to use the labor avail- | 
able where and when he sees fit. 

Teams have been charged for at! 
an hourly rate covering the actual | 
operating costs, plus the interést and | 
depreciation (called rental on our! 
books) referred to before. The amount | 
80 collected has enabled us to pur-| 
chase three teams rented from mem- 
bers during the year, and to &ccumu-| 
late enough to replace two horses in 
the case of injury or death. 


Tractors 
Tractors have similarly been 


charged for at an hourly rate cover- 
ing operation costs, interest and de-

preciation. On the three tractors.we 
have used, appraised at a total of 
3000, our rental collections have been 
sufficient to pay for half the cost of 
the tractors. We had planned to cover 





this item in three years, but an in-} - 


crease in our acreage increased our 
accumulation accordingly. 


Overhead 


The determination and proper as- 
sessment of Overhead is at all times 
a difficult matter, I have been a 
member and also a director of sev- 
eral cooperative organizations and 
know that there is nothing to equal 
the mention of overhead to get a 
real live rise out of an annual meet- 
ing. For that reason it is not often 
discussed In our Liberty Groves, 
however, we have from the start 
made “a separate charge for this 
item, explaining what it covered. le 
seems fair to assume that the meas- 
ure of a member's proportion of the 
corporation’s general expenses is 
measured by the proportion his 
monthly bill bears to the total bills 
of all members. Therefore we adopt- 
ed the more or less general custom 
of assessing the members for over- 
head on this basis. *This means’ that 
& member who has to pay the Lib- 
erty Groves for $100 worth of work 
during any month shall pay one-half 


as much of the overhead as that 
member whose bill for services 
amounted to. $200 for thé same _pe- 


riod. 

We started with 190 acres, have 
had two sales of properties 
the new owners joined the organiza- 
tion, and one sale where the new 
owner did not join. We started this 
new year with 300 acres and a reso- 
lution by the members authorizing 
an increase to 375 acres. 


Lessons x 

We have learned several lessons 
during the first year, a few of which 
may interest you. We should have 
housing. for employees, and barns 
and shops for tractors and tools with 
Plenty of capacity for storing feed 
and supplies. We believe we will 
s00n come to the plan of letting the 
superintendent alone decide from his 
experience on all kinds of ground in 
our organization what 1s the best 
way to disc, plow, cultivate, etc., any 
individual acreage. Our experience 
in buying fertilizer, repair parts and 
replacements has shown us that we 
have not been utilizing our opportu- 
nities as we might. We can with ad- 
vantage purchase the larger house 
supplies such as coal through our 
corporation. We have had confirmed 
our idea that a citrus ranch cannot 
be run by tractors alone, We have 
learned that operating a tractor on 
stony ground js doubtful economy, 
And we feel that results have proven 
the correctness of our first instruc- 
tions to the superintendent that he 
bear in mind two important matters: 


Firet—Service; Second—Economy. 

The members of the Liberty 
Groves have finished their survey of 
the first eleven months of operation 
and have expressed satisfaction with 
the results ,and are convinced that 
a number of scattered groves total- 
ing 200 to 300 acres can be operated 
better and cheaper as a whole than 
under the individual system, even 
with the unfavorable conditions 1 
have described to you, So thoroughly 
are they convinced of these matters 
that at the annual meeting in Feb- 
ruary they authorized the purchase 
of another tractor and team and au- 
thorized the erection of a house for 
a married employee, a few bunk 
houses for bachelor employees and 
the building of a large barn and gen- 
eral storehouse.
